At least one error upon which reissue is based is described as follows: 

The patent is defective because its claims are too narrow. At least Claim 35 recites elements that are not necessary for 
patentability over the art of record. Claim 35 recites an acetabular cup prosthesis that includes a buttress for cement 
containing or securing. However, a buttress is not required for Claim 35 to be patentable over the art of record. Nor 
does the specification limit the function of cement containing or securing to a buttress. 

The cement containing or securing portion could be any type of structure, member or surface that reinforces or contains 
cement in the cup or that maintains the liner in position. The specification discloses the purpose of the buttress as 
helping to "secure a mass of cement in between the cup body and the polymeric liner" and discloses that it "can be 
used to contain bone cement in a mass to aid in holding the polyethylene ("all poly") liner in position." See col. 2, lines 
63-65; coL 5, lines 1-5 respectively. 

The invention in at least some aspects relates to an acetabular cup that includes, among other things, a superior 
flange, a posterior flange, and an inferior flange, each of which includes at least two bone screw retention openings, 
and a distally extending concave surface of the cup that extends to a greater extent adjacent the superior and posterior 
flanges than at other positions around a rim of the cup. The distally extending surface is shaped in this manner to act 
in combination with the flanges to accomplish the cement containing function. It is not necessary that the distally 
extending surface be limited to having a buttress that accomplishes this function. 

These defects in the claims arose during prosecution of the application that resulted in the original patent because of 
the applicants' and the attorneys' failure to appreciate the full scope of the invention. More specifically, it was not 
appreciated that an acetabular prosthesis Incorporating the above mentioned distally extending surface and superior, 
posterior and inferior flanges would be patentable.
